The continuance of the Loan of 14 Pictures from the reserve in the store-rooms of 
the Gallery, to the Board- of Works, for the decoration of the State rooms in the Castle, 
was sanctioned by the Board on 7th February. 

The Board at its meeting on 7th August directed that in future the charge of sixpence 
payable for admission to the Gallery on Thursdays and Fridays by those who are not 
students, should be abolished, and that the hours of opening should be from 10 to 5, or 
dusk, on all week-days, and that students should be permitted to copy at any time when 
the Gallery is open, under such regulations as the Director should from time to time think 
necessary. 

In the course of the summer and autumn the whole of the upper and lower rooms of 
the new wing were painted and decorated. The galleries in the old building are to be 
decorated in harmony with them in the present year. 

The deaths took place during the year of Sir W. Thornley Stoker, Bart., who had 
been a member of the Board and an assiduous attendant at its meetings for over ten years ; 
also of Mr. S. Catterson Smith, R.H.A., who for many years had been one of the representa- 
tives of the Royal Hibernian Academy upon the Board of the Gallery, and a regular attend- 
ant at its meetings. To fill the vacancies so caused, His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant 
appointed as Governors and Guardians Captain Neville R. Wilkinson, Ulster King of Arms, 
and Sir Frederick F. Cullman, K.C.B. The Right Hon. Jonathan Hogg was re-appointed 
for a further term of five yerrs. 

Edward Boyle, attendant, was retired on pension in September, and Charles Varnham, 
Lance-corporal, the Buffs, was appointed in his place.
